Then the two 
men ««re to get down In these holes 
nnd sit in the nstcr up to their shoul- 
ders. The flrft to leave this icy bath

The contest began' the Englishman 


stood It for n few minutes. 
Then 


with a wild jell he leaped out and, 
\Mth his teeth chattering, ran for a 
house and a store as fast as he could. 
Old Bill followed close on >hls heeli, 
calling the shivering Britisher e^ery 
name In his \ocabulary. Old Bill was 
declared -winner of the duel. It had 
been np hardship for Hamilton 
He 


had lived among the Indians and was 
M hard) as they. He is said to hare 
been theeonly "bite man of his time 
who,could strip naked, take a bow nnd 
arrows and shoot buffalo from horse- 
bnck as well as the savnges, wit* 
whom he llTed. 


Hamilton finally settled! down at 


Fort Behton, Mont, where he opened 
n log cabin hotel and a butcher shop 
The governor of Montana appointed 
him sheriff of Choteau county, and be 
waa also a deputy United States mar- 
shal. In 3806 the governor nsked him 
to > Isit the Crow and Gros Veatre In- 
dlanc and persuade them to come In 
to Fort Benton to make peace. 


"But how can I go?" said Old Bill. 


"I have to look after my eatln* house 
nnd butcher shop «~nd 'tend to my duties 
M sheriff and marshal. I've got two 


. prisoners on hand now and no jail to 


keep 'era In." 


Finally he consented and. accom- 


panied onlj by an Indian boy, he made 
the dangeron* trip. After a series of 
exciting adventure* he returned In 
Mfety, nrtnclng the two tribes, with 
him to the council. 


Old Bill died In 1908 at the age of 


eighty-six. 
He was always proud of 


the fact that he had been a wont for 
t!-o United States army, nnd to the 
day of his death he kept the Stftr, 
and Stripes floating over the 'ittl» J»,T 
cabin where he lived.
